CASE HISTORY 


Child's Name: Chu Po Chu 

Child's No. HK 781 

Birth Date: August, 1949 (exact date not known) 
Nationality: Chinese living in Hong Kong 


Po Chu is one of the many thousands of children who live in unbelievable 
poverty because their parents chose to struggle for survival rather than 
live under Communism. 


In 1945, just before war broke out on the mainland of China, Po Chu's 
father fled to Hong Kong. The child's mother followed the following year. 
Po Chu's father was a carpenter in China, the mother a farmer. Every day 
more and more refugees have crowded into the city and the result is ap- 
palling. The population density, due to the small area into which people 
must be jammed, is now ten times that of New York City. A recent report 
states: "Human beings are packed into terribly overcrowded tenement 
flats divided into cubicles and bed spaces...hundreds ofthousands of pe.~ 
sons have collected waste timber and old tin cans and built shacks on > 
every hillside to form squatter villages." 


Po Chu's father is dead. He died in 1959, after a long illness, leaving 

his family completely destitute. Po Chu lives with her mother and three 
brothers, Cheng Wan (13) Cheug Kong (8) and Cheung Por (5), in a shack made 
of wood and tin, in one of the dirtiest.most poverty stricken squatter areas. 
The shack, which was built ten years ago at a cost of $61.80, measurer 11' 

x ll', is dilapidated beyond repair and leaks badly. They have very little 
furniture. Since sanitation facilities in squatter areas are almost non- 
existent, health conditions, smells, insects are all outrageously bad. 

There are no water or electrical facilities of any kind. Kerosene lamps 
spill, fires start. 


The child's mother has been working as a manual laborer on a building site 
since 1957. Her income can hardly provide the necessary daily needs of her 
children. She earns 78¢ per day with an average working month of 20 days. 
There is no other source of income. Cheng Wan, 13, cannot supplement the 
family's meager income since there is no employment available in the area. 
The family is receiving relief in the form of foodstuffs from local relief. 
Their plight is most serious. They have nowhere to turn, no one they can 
ask for assistance. Outside help is desperately needed. 


Po Chu is 11 years old and is big for her age. She is as sweet and charm- 
ing as she is pretty. She is attending a Catholic School end her fees are 
78¢ per month. The child is very fond of reading and is also very willing 
to help around the house. By extending a helping hand to her you will as- 
sure her a monthly grant of $8.00, food and clothing parcels, shoes, and 
special medical care. Of equal importance is the heartwarming knowledge 
that someone cares and wants to help. Your kind and generous assistance 
will give Po Chu the opportunity to survive the endless battle against 
poverty and hunger.

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SPECIAL INFORMATION REGARDING CHINESE CHILDREN IN HONG KONG AS GIVEN BY OUR DIRECTOR

A Chinese name usually has three parts - such as Wong Chi-kin. The family name is 
Wong; the individual's name is Chi-kin. In many families, the second name (Chi) is 
the same for everyone of the same generation. The third name (kin) is different for 
each person. When you know someone well and call him by his own name, you use the 
second and third words (Chi-kin). As in our country, a wife takes her husband's 
name. 


Hong Kong has a hot, humid, rainy summer, and a relatively dry winter, during which 
the temperature sometimes gets low enough for a frost. It never snows or reaches 
freezing temperature. The autumn and spring are seasons of beautiful dry weather. 


In winter, a child needs sweaters and blankets. But, he has no need of the heavy, 
warm clothing required in much of the United States and Canada, during winter. 

Boys in Hong Kong wear short or long cotton pants most of the year, although blue 
jeans or some other durable fabric is highly desirable in winter. T-shirts for 
summer and white or colored sport shirts the rest of the year are customary. Girls 
wear @ pyjama-like outfit of cotton with the high Chinese collar. For school, boys 
and girls usually wear a uniform that consists of a white shirt or blouse, and blue 
trousers or skirt. In the vast majority of cases, the parents prefer to make the 
clothes. Boys' school uniforms can be purchased quite cheaply, but girls' clothes 
are much less expensive to make at home. For this reason, it is more economical 
for us to provide the families with cloth rather than a finished item. Poor 
families often sell ready-made clothes received from abroad, for with the money thus 
obtained, they are able to make more clothing than the original gift. 


If the Foster Parents wish to send clothes anyway, they may figure that a Chinese 
child is one size smaller than an American or Canadian child from the age of six to 
ten, and two sizes smaller above the age of ten. The chinese children wear sandal- 
type shoes that cost from 15¢ to 50¢. Clothes and shoes purchased here in Hong 
Kong are obtainable for less money than in the United States or Canada. 


For Foster Parents who want to provide extra food for their children, I would urge 
them to send money to the New York office for the purchase of food in Hong Kong by 
the child or his family. However, if the Foster Parent insists on sending food, 
canned meat is the best item. Chinese families on the lower end of the Hong Kong 
economic scale eat practically no meat. It is just too expensive to purchase. It 
is not more expensive than meat at home, but money stretches farther here with rice 
and vegetables. Of course, there are other items that a specific Foster Parent - 
Foster Child correspondence often indicates as valuable. If Foster Parents wish to 
choose special items for their children, I would recommend sewing kits and knitting 
yarn for girls; T-shirts, sport shirts and blue jeans for boys. It must always be 
remembered that the children whom we help have practically nothing. 


There is almost no free schooling in Hong Kong. Even government-run schools charge 
small fees and most schools are private. It is a 6 year primary school, 3 year 
junior high school and 3 year high school system. There are tens of thousands of 
children who never get into primary school. Though there is a great shortage of 
schools, we try to find a place in primary school for any child who comes unter Plan 
care. A child may enter primary school at 6 years of age, but we usually find 
children of 7, 8 or 9 who have not yet enrolled. Therefore, when they finish 
primary school, they are 13, 14 or 15 years of age. In view of the inadequate 
school facilities, only very exceptinnal students may go on to secondary schools 
and so we try to place the boys, after primary school, in an apprentice's position. 
There are very few opportunities to attend trade school, but it is possible, though 
difficult, to find apprentice openings. Here, a boy may learn a trade that will 
support himself and a family quite decently. There are far more boys seeking 4DP- 
prenticeships than there are openings, the result being that a boy must often pay 
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the equivalent of U.S. $100. or more in order to obtain such a place. This pay- 
ment, of course, is out of the question for the families with whom we deal. We try 
to make arrangements with skilled craftsmen or technical firms that take on appren- 
tices for a small payment monthly which comes out of the Plan's monthly cash grant 
to the child. The alternative to this is simple manual labor for the child, in 
which case he will be no better off than his parents are today, i.e.: destitute. 


In the cases of exceptional students, higher education will be possible through the 
Plan's help. Girls who come under our care are assisted through primary school, 
and then we try to find apprentice places for them in the fields of sewing or home- 
nursing. However, such opportunities are extremely rare, and it must be remembered 
that a Chinese family puts forth much greater effort and sacrifice for a male child 
than for his sister. After primary school, most girls of poor families hope for jobs 
jobs in the large modern factories since a law was pessed limiting labor in these 
factories to an 8 hour day. If girls must work in cottage industries or as a manual 
laborer, they have to work 12 hours a day, 7 days a week. Because of better hours 
and working conditions in the modern factories, it is difficult to find openings 
there, but we feel obliged to try to find suitable places for our growing children. 


As with boys, when we have an exceptional student among our girls, we try to help 
her obtain more education. 


The Chinese children, are warm, friendly children. They look forward with anxiety 
and interest to receiving letters from their Foster Parents. Hong Kong is far away 
..and if it takes some time to hear from your child, please remember this and the 
fact that all the letters have to be translated, which takes a good deal of ad- 
ditional time. And, if you do not receive a direct answer to a query in one of your 
letters at once, please write again. Your Chinese child's letter may have crossed 
yours. We know that this asks patience and understanding of all Foster Parents, but 


the important thing is that your Foster Child is receiving your help and knows that- 
you are his Foster Parent. May I assure you that Chinese children are the most 


loving children and are so proud to have friends in the United States or Canada, or 
anywhere in the world.

CASE HISTORY 


Child's Name: Chu Po Chu 

Child's No. HK 781 

Birth Date: August, 1949 (exact date not know) 
Nationality: Chinese living in Hong Kong 


Po Chu is one of the many thousands of children who live in unbelievable 
poverty because their parents chose to struggle for survival rather than 
live under Communisn. 


In 1945, just before war broke out on the mainland of China, Fo Chu's 
father fled to Hong Kong. The child's mother followed the following year. 
Po Chu's father was a carpenter in China, the mother a farmer. Every day 
more and more refugees have crowded into the city and the result is ap- 
palling. The population density, due to the small area into which people 
must be jammed, is now ten times that of New York City. A recent report 
states: "Human beings are packed into terribly overcrowded tenement 
flats divided into cubicles and bed spaces...hundreds ofthousands of pe.'- 
sons have collected waste timber and old tin cans and built shacks on 
every hillside to form squatter villages." 


Po Chu's father is dead. He died in 1959, after a long illness, leaving 

his family completely destitute. Po Chu lives with her mother and three 
brothers, Cheng Wan (13) Cheug Kong (8) and Cheung Por (5), in a shack made 
of wood and tin, in one of the dirtiest.most poverty stricken squatter areas. 
The shack, which was built ten years ago at a cost of $61.80, measurer 11' 

x 11', is dilapidated beyond repair and leaks badly. They have very little 
furniture. Since sanitation facilities in squatter areas are almost non- 
existent, health conditions, smells, insects are all outrageously bad. 

There are no water or electrical facilities of any kind. Kerosene lamps 
spill, fires start. 


The child's mother has been working as a manual laborer on a building site 
since 1957. Her income can hardly provide the necessary daily needs of her 
children. She earns 78¢ per day with an average working month of 20 days. 
There is no other source of income. Cheng Wan, 13, cannot supplement tke 
family's meager income since there is no employment available in the area. 
The family is receiving relief in the form of foodstuffs from local relief. 
Their plight is most serious. They have nowhere to turn, no one they can 
ask for assistance. Outside help is desperately needed. 


Po Chu is 11 years old and is big for her age. She is as sweet and charm- 
ing as she is pretty. She is attending a Catholic School and her fees are 
78¢ per month. The child is very fond of. reading and is also very willing 
to help around the house. By extending a helping hand to her you Will as-= 
sure her @ monthly grant of $8.00, food and clothing parcels, shoes, and 
special medical care. Of equal importance is the heartwarming knowledge 
that someone cares and wants to help. Your kind and generous assistance 
will give Po Chu the opportunity to survive the endless battle against 
poverty and hunger.

Hong Kong has a hot, humid, rainy summer, and a relatively dry winter, during which 
the temperature sometimes gets low enough for a frost. It never snows or reaches 
freezing temperature. The autum and spring are seasons of beautiful dry weather. 


In winter, a child needs sweaters and blankets. But, he has no need of the heavy, 
warm clothing required in much of the United States and Canada, during winter. 
Boys in Hong Kong wear short or long cotton pants most of the year, although blue 
jeans or some other durable fabric is highly desirable in winter. T-shirts for 
summer and white or colored sport shirts the rest of the year are customary. Girls 
wear a pyjama-like outfit of cotton with the high Chinese collar. For school, boys 
and girls usually wear a uniform that consists of a white shirt or blouse, and blue 
trousers or skirt. In the vast majority of cases, the parents prefer to make the 
clothes. Boys! school uniforms can be purchased quite cheaply, but girls' clothes 
are much less expensive to make at home. For this reason, it is more economical 
for us to provide the families with cloth rather than a finished item. Poor 
families often sell ready-made clothes received from abroad, for with the money thus 
obtained, they are able to make more clothing than the original gift. 


If the Foster Parents wish to send clothes anyway, they may figure that a Chinese 
child is one size smaller than an American or Canadian child from the age of six to 
ten, and two sizes smaller above the age of ten. The chinese children wear sandal- 
type shoes that cost from 15¢ to 50¢. Clothes and shoes purchased here in Hong 
Kong are obtainable for less money than in the United States or Canada. 
“4 
For Foster Parents who want to provide extra food for their children, I would urge 
them to send money to the New York office for the purchase of food in Hong Kong by 
the child or his family. However, if the Foster Parent insists on sending food, 
canned meat is the best item. Chinese families on the lower end of the Hong Kong 
economic scale eat practically no meat. It is just too expensive to purchase. It 
is not more expensive than meat at home, but money stretches farther here with rice 
and vegetables. Of course, there are other items that a specific Foster Parent - 
Foster Child correspondence often indicates as valuable. If Foster Parents wish to 
choose special items for their children, I would recommend sewing kits and knitting 
yarn for girls; T-shirts, sport shirts and blue jeans for boys. It must always be 
remembered that the children whom we help have practically nothing. 


There is almost. no free schooling in Hong Kong. Even government-run schools charge 
small fees and most schools are private. It is a 6 year primary school, 3 year 
junior high school and 3 year high school system. There are tens of thousands of 
children who never get into primary school. Though there is a great shortage of 
schools, we try to find a place in primary school for any child who comes unter Plan 
care. A child may enter primary school at 6 years of age, but we usually find 
children of 7, 8 or 9 who have not yet enrolled. Therefore, when they finish 
primary school, they are 13, 14 or 15 years of age. In view of the inadequate 
school facilities, only very exceptional students may go on to secondary schools 
and so we try to place the boys, after primary school, in an apprentice's position. 
There are very few opportunities to attend trade school, but it is possible, though 
difficult, to find apprentice openings. Here, a boy may learn a trade that will 
support himself and a family quite decently. There are far more boys seeking ap- 
prenticeships than there are openings, the result being that a boy must often pay

Oe Soo eeek of U.S. $100. or more in order to obtain such a place. This pay- 
e men xe course, is out of the question for the families with whom we deal. We try 
} to make arrangements with skilled craftsmen or technical firms that take on appren- 
tices for a small payment monthly which comes out of the Plan's monthly cash grant 
to the child. The alternative to this is simple manual labor for the child, in 
which case he will be no better off than his parents are today, i.e.: destitute. 









In eee cases of exceptional students, higher education will be possible through the 
Plan's help. Girls who come under our care are assisted through primary school, 
and then we try to find apprentice places for them in the fields of sewing or home- 
nursing. However, such opportunities are extremely rare, and it must be remembered 
that a Chinese family puts forth much greater effort and sacrifice for a male child 
than for his sister. After primary school, most girls of poor families hope for jobs 
jobs in the large modern factories since a law was passed limiting labor in these 
factories to an 8 hour day. If girls must work in cottage industries or as 4 manual 
laborer, they have to work 12 hours a day, 7 days a week. Because of better hours 
and working conditions in the modern factories, it is difficult to find openings 
there, but we feel obliged to try to find suitable places for our growing children. 
As with boys, when we have an exceptional student among our girls, we try to help 


her obtain more education. 



















The Chinese children, are warm, friendly children. They look forward with anxiety 
and interest to receiving letters from their Foster Parents. Hong Kong is far away 
....and if it takes some time to hear from your child, please remember this and the 
fact that all the letters have to be translated, which takes a good deal of ad- 
ditional time. And, if you do not receive a direct answer to a query in one of your 
Letters at once, please write again. Your Chinese child's letter may have crossed 
yours. We know that this asks patience and understanding of all Foster Parents, but 
the important thing is that your Foster Child is receiving your help and knows that 
you are his Foster Parent. May I assure you that Chinese children are the most 
loving children and are so proud to have friends in the United States or Canada, or 


anywhere in the world.

By the seaside there are the 
resettlement areas in which there many blocks of house building there. Now we are 
living in wooden hut but we may have stone hut to live in future.
